HIS HOME IN PAYNESWARD JUST OUTSIDE MONROVIA. 

2. MICHAEL, AGE 9, WAS THE SON OF MR. AND MRS. GEORGE 
CAVANAUGH OF THE USAID MISSION HERE AND HAD GONE OUT TO 
VIEW THE MOTORCADE WITH HIS PARENTS AND BROTHERS. THE 
ACCIDENT OCCURRED SHORTLY AFTER THE MOTORCADE PASSED ENROUTE TO 
AIRPORT TAKEOFF BUT WAS NOT RELATED TO THE MOTORCADE ITSELF. 

3. I BELIEVE A MESSAGE FROM THE WHITE HOUSE WHICH I MIGHT 
TRANSMIT BY HAND TO THE GRIEVING PARENTS WOULD PROVIDE 
A SUBSTANTIAL MEASURE OF MORAL SUPPORT DURING THEIR BE- 
REAVEMENT.
